I feel sure the Brazilian Turf will win 
in 1947 “international” racing, not only 
because our “international” events are 
now richer than the Argentine ones. but 
also because no South American racing 
country will have. this year, so classy a 
group of older horses. In fact, Brazilian 
owners will have at the Gavea race course.

imported previously from Uruguay and 
Argentina. but also Seductor and En- 
sueno, two of the three best horses of 1946 
in Argentina.

Pisa’s Newmarket: 


Barbaricina 


By Franco Varola 


RoME 


Generally. when one is fond of race 
horses, he is inclined to consider a sea- 
sonal calamity the day classic racing 
comes to its end. which is about the mid- 
dle of November in our latitude. But the 
interval between two seasons is so short. 
actually. that by the time you recapitulate 
the old one, the best horses are again on 
the scene, and the classic routine begins 
anew before the end of February. 

Here we finish our racing Saturdays in 
Rome by February 1, only to begin im- 
mediately, the next week, with regular 
Thursday and Sunday meetings, though 
they do not belong, yet, to the spring sea- 
son, which begins February 23, with the 
running of the Optional handicap for 3- 
year-olds. At the same time, on January 
26 the short winter season in Pisa was 
scheduled to begin. but the first meeting 
was called off because of the exceptionally 
bad weather. and will be run after the 
last day of the program. The Pisa season 
has only five meetings in the whole, but 
it is a most significant one from the stand- 
point of tradition and of selection. 

The history of Pisa is easily obtainable 
from reference books. but I am_ afraid 
they do not mention the small town of 
Barbaricina, on the edge of the beautiful 
San Rossore pinewood, and near the 
former royal villa, where much classic 
racing of this country has its roots. The 
spot was a royal property, and is now a 
state property, leased to the Italian Jockey 
Club for racing and training purposes. 


This large portion of flat land includes 
a straight training course, about 114 miles 
long (the section marked by poles is about 
two kilometers, but more open ground is 
available), which has been judged one 
of the best in Europe (I report here also 
the opinion of many outstanding French 
and British horsemen who have visited it). 
for the chief reason that the horses do not 
run on grass, as on most courses in Eu- 
rope, but on moss, a very elastic and soft 
bottom, indeed. 


One Time They Heard 


The rumor of the hooves of galloping 
horses, when you stand fifty or more yards 
away from it, is hardly perceptible, yet the 
Barbaricina inhabitants have a legend of 
their own, similar to the *Ormonde legend 
in Newmarket; when Nearco was in train-

It is something you laugh at as a rea- 
enable person, but it is also something 
vou “believe” when you are a Thorough- 
pred maniac, and the people of Barbari- 
cina must be credited with “believing” it. 

Barbaricina, in fact, has been living on 
racing activity for many and many years; 
the track was founded in 1852, and the 
Kings of Italy kept a breeding establish- 
ment there for quite a time. Everybody 
in town is more or less connected with 
racing. and when he is not a jockey, or a 
sroom, he makes horseshoes, saddles, silks. 
or something else for the use of horses. 
The stable area, in wintertime, is filled 
with the cream from the best stables in 
Italy. especially Mr. Tesio’s and Razza del 
Soldo’s. with particular regard to 3-year- 
old colts who are expected to complete 
their growth here. 

The high repute of Barbaricina takes 
origin from the mild climate the place is 
supposed to enjoy during the winter, 
though this year they have had plenty of 
snow. like the rest of the peninsula. But 
in Barbaricina boys and school children 
also feel the religion of horses, and they 
volunteer to pull the snow aside, and 
break the ice underneath, so that horses 
may safely walk their way from stables to 
training area. You wouldn't expect to see 
this at a metropolitan track. 

Of course the place is also provided with 
a race track, a small one, but sufficient to 
the needs of winter’s programs, which are 
practically the only races run there in 
the whole year. One can’t help to think 
how wonderful it would be if some classic 
competitions were held on the moss course 
above-mentioned, where you might prac- 
tically have a mile and a half race on 
straight track, something unique in con- 
tinental Europe. At present our longest 
straight track is the mile course at San 
Siro, a very good test, but far from having 
the natural resources of this Barbaricina 


‘strip, We would come to a “thorough” 


selection of racing qualities of our horses, 
but our Jockey Club does not seem in- 
clined to it, for the present. 


The Good Ones Come 


The short Pisa meeting—the place 
where racing is held is properly called 
“Prato degli Escoli”—lasts usually five 
consecutive Sundays, and it has very cheap 
purses, though the attendance at these 
races may be considered the “purest” in 
ltaly, being made up mostly of trainers. 
breeders, cavalry and artillery officers, ex- 
perts from the Government Remount De- 
pot in the neighborhood, and other peo-

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Round One---And Must We Fight to a Knockout? 


T 3 o'clock in the morning a determined and angry 
band of men moves through the stable area at Hialeah 

Park. “They go from one stable to another, searching for 
sleeping men. 

Wherever they find a man they roust him out of bed, 
send him packing off the grounds—“and don’t come back!” 
It has suddenly become very unhealthy, they explain, for 
grooms to be found inside Hialeah Park. 

The grooms, white and colored, are marched out the 
gates. “hey know better than to come back. But they 
don’t know where to go. Some of them sneak back to the 
track. ‘This is a bad habit, they discover, likely to cause a 
man to break out with bruises. 

The trainers come to the stables at dawn. Nobody 
there; or possibly one man who has been so brave or so 
foolish as to ignore the warnings of the strikers. Or maybe 
he is a stooge, planted to report on the appearance of others. 

The trainers feed and water their horses, and settle down 
to the long task of walking them. ‘The track, usually bust- 
ling with workouts and gallops, is quiet. “The trainers get 
by as best they can. “Those who can’t get by at all are 
helped by their neighbors as much as possible. 

The owners come later. “Keep going,” they tell the 
trainers. ‘‘Don’t let those sonsabitches beat us.” 

The trainers kept going. In a few days the men were 
back at work. Round one, both sides called it. 


What comes next! In their mind’s eye most racing men 
drew a dismal picture. A union on the backstretch, maybe 
two or three unions. A union extending to the farms.  Al- 
ready there were blacksmiths’ and mutuel workers’ unions. 
And why not an ushers’ union? 


Every union would be another veto power. Not like 
the veto power of the President, which can be overruled, but 
like the veto power in the United Nations, which cannot be 
overruled, and which, perforce, makes it impossible for na- 
tions to be united, 

Now where are we? Square up against the most chal- 
lenging problem in the history of American racing. In the 
great experiment of democratic government racing must 
work out its own destiny. “There is not enough wisdom out- 
side, and not enough force inside, to settle the question. Force 
settles nothing. Management must know by now that labor 


will not be content when it can take only what is given it 
and can do only what it is told to do. If it must accept dic- 
tation it will turn to its own dictators. Crazy or not, that 
is the way it works, : 

Numerous individuals, including the president of the 
‘Thoroughbred Racing Associations, and numerous organiza- 
tions, including the National Association of State Racing 
Commissioners, have suggested a conference in which all 
The NASRC 


went so far as to instruct its new officers to call such a con- 


elements of racing would be represented. 


ference. But no one calls it. “There is, obviously, a convic- 
tion that a conference is not enough. 

It isn’t enough, though it might help. 

The only kind of conference that will be effective is one 
which lasts the year round, day in, day out. Problems do 
not arise conveniently at annual, or semi-annual, intervals. 
‘They are in the feed-tub every morning, waiting. “The 
dirty dishes cannot be stacked away and washed once a year. 
It is democracy when we face the obligation daily. Post- 
ponement or avoidance leads to dictatorship of some sort, 
in racing as everywhere else. 

If these are platitudes, let them be platitudes. But add 
It is this, that race 
track management must find ways and means of keeping in 


them up and read the sum honestly. 


closer touch with race track labor. 

This cannot be done with a resolution to do so. It must 
have a physical manifestation, and a routine of action. 

Executives are now thinking, fortunately, in terms of 
recreation centers and better living conditions on the back- 
stretch—a belated recognition that a worker is also a person. 
While they are about it perhaps they are thinking a step 
further, in this wise, maybe: A large part of the management 
of backstretch problems should be turned over to the men 
who live and work there, to the workers, the trainers, and 
the owners, all as one group. 

We should like to see a few race tracks make the ex- 
periment of a backstretch community center, a_ building 
which would include not only restaurant, recreation and 
reading rooms, showers, and hospital unit, but also a council 
chamber where problems would be worked out on a routine 
basis, where responsibilities would be assigned and accepted 
by general consent, where, in short, men would learn that 
where reason is, force is not necessary.

One of the last jobs turned out by the 
Thorofacts Company before it was poured 
down the drain last week was a tabulation 
of the summarized records of all sires rep- 
resented in 1946 by two crops of foals and 
no more. This work. which was no work 
at all while a battery of machines was in 
action, was undertaken upon an order from 
Glen W. Tomlinson, manager of P. A. B. 
Widener’s Elmendorf Farm at Lexington, 
now roaring in the midst of an extraor- 
dinary success as a commercial breeder. 

Mr. Tomlinson got what he suspected 
he would get. and the results, insofar as 
they served his purpose, are included in 
the highly interesting series of advertise- 
ments Elmendorf is using in this issue 
(pages 552-555). 

The young sire Roman, by *Sir Galla- 
had 3rd out of the stakes winner *Buckup, 
by Buchan out of an exported Ultimus 
mare, ranked fifty-first on the list of lead- 
ing sires of 1946 as arranged according to 
gross amount of money earned by his get 
during the year. This classification tends 
to lose him in the midst of a great number 
of other good horses. Hence Mr. Tomlin- 
son sought to compare him with others in 
a similar category as to representation, in 
something of the same fashion in which 
sires of 2-year-olds are compared with one 
another. 

The story of Roman’s excellence is set 
forth in the advertisement on page 553— 
except that the story has moved along a 
little too fast for a copy-writer to keep up 
with it. When Romanette won a division 
of the Debutante Stakes at the New Or- 
leans Fair Grounds last Saturday it was 
too late to add another punch line which 
must have suggested itself at once to the 
man at Elmendorf: Roman had four stakes 
winners in 1946; in the first six weeks of 
1947 he has four stakes winners. That 
one will be along next week, perhaps—and 
good copy, too. (The four of this year: 
Imperator, The Shaker, Cosmic Missile, 
Romanette. ) 

But I did not set out to write advertising 
copy for Roman. Mr. Tomlinson does that 
very well. I was only going to explain that 
through the courtesy of Elmendorf I am 
able to present additional figures which 
were a by-product of the study he had 
made. It will be of interest to many read- 
ers, and of interest especially to the own- 
ers of the stallions concerned, to see the 
names of some of the other horses which 
ranked high on the list. 

The list as presented here includes all 
sires with only two crops running in 1946 
and whose get earned as much as $10,000. 
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As most of this group has comparatively 
few starters. their record can be read more 
easily if separated from the main list of 
sires. in which they are scattered and lost. 

All told, 93 horses were on the list of 
stallions which had 2- and 3-year-old start- 
ers in 1946 and no horses older than that. 
Thirty-one of these had earnings in excess 
of $10.000. In the accompanying list 30 
of these are given: one, Stick To (1929. 
by Broomstick) has been eliminated be- 
cause he has had a few foals racing since 
1936. 

Hash, a son of Questionnaire which 
stands at the Hermitage Farm of Warner 
L. Jones. Jr.. near Louisville. is second in 
earnings. George D. Widener’s Eight 
Thirty, despite the fact that he is not rep- 
resented by a stakes winner. is third. In 
average earnings per starter he ranked 
twenty-fifth among all sires. Here his 
merit is brought into still sharper focus 
than on the general sire list. (Yet in the 
fall of last year | was beginning to hear 
doubts about him. It reminded me of the 
too-hurried judgments which were made 
about the same time in the career of Equi- 
poise, one of the greatest sires of all time 
in America.) 

One of the still unsettled questions in 
Thoroughbred breeding is that of the ef- 


fect of a stallion’s increasing age upon th. 
racing qualities of his offspring. Does ag 
make any difference? And if so, hoy 
much? Insofar as I know these questions 
are without answers to date. The Thory. 
facts experiment. if it had got past jp. 
fancy, might have answered them. Ther 
is, whatever the situation may be, no 
enough evidence to persuade anyone ty 
vive up a season to *Sir Gallahad 3rq j 
he could get one. 

But in any case the breeder who is o 
his toes must give special attention to th: 
appraisal of young sires. The best of the 
older horses usually have shown 
merit so plainly (though there are alway: 
exceptions) that anyone can see it, and 
once the book of one of these stem-winder 
is filled an outsider must be as resource. 
ful as Odysseus or Steve Canyon to obtain 
a season. Smart breeders must learn ty 
guess right on the young ones. 

The breeding merit of young. stallions 
can be estimated first from their racing 
class. but this is by no means the las 
guess. The pay-off is on the offspring, and 
these must be watched closely. To arrive 
at a tentative order of merit (in this busi- 
ness orders of merit are always tentative) 
a sire should be compared first with his 
contemporaries of approximately equal op- 
portunity, then with older and younger 
horses. 

There are a number of interesting horses 
on the accompanying list. One of them is 
C. V. Whitney’s Sky Raider. son of Man 0’ 
War and the noted race mare Top Flight, 
Sky Raider’s racing class remained largely 
unrevealed. and a considerable element of 
doubt was left as to his chances in the

A Record Coming Up 


As a considerable part of this issue of THe BLoop-Horsk moves westward toward 
California it will be overrun by the vanguard of a small army of breeders. owners. and 
irainers hurrying to Los Angeles and Santa Anita Park. Some will be going with 
hopes of buying. others simply to witness one of the greatest sales in the history of the 
American Turf. the dispersal of the racing division of Louis B. Mayer's Thoroughbred 
holdings. to be held at Santa Anita on the evening of February 27. 

In point of aggregate and average money the Mayer sale would. without question. 
be the greatest of all time in any country. The market was at a record level, the Mayer 
stable and breeding stock had been extraordinarily successful. the stable included 
aumerous top-class horses. and the young stock was reported by experienced horsemen 
to be uniformly good in conformation and condition. 

The average for sixty head should easily touch $20.000. and if the heady feeling 
which has sometimes been evident at auction sales in the last few years manifests 
itself. an average of $30.000 is not inconceivable. Top prices of the sale presumably 
will be for Honeymoon, Busher, Stepfather. and Be Faithful. but there will be numerous 
other bids above $25,000. 

No other racing stable of such magnitude and brilliance had ever been dispersed by 
auction. Horsemen would have to make their comparisons chiefly with dispersals of 
breeding stock. and would have to make a tremendous allowance for differences in “the 
times” and in the value of the dollar. But in any company. with all allowances. the 
Mayer sale would be. appropriately enough, colossal.

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TRAINING, by R. W. Collins 


A Simple, Inexpensive Remedy 
For Skin Disease and Thrush 


Racing is a competitive business. and 
your stable neighbor may be the next to 
beat vou out of the pot of gold you have 
been planning to cop. For this reason and 
others just as valid. from time immemo- 
rial valued hidden 
their own private and methods 
in training and medicinal practice. Of 


horsemen have 


“secrets 


course. there were always little coteries of 
close friends who helped each other in 
cases of distress and uncertainty. [ must 
say that in my own case, when I began 
to train my own horses a lot of the old- 
timers of that time gave me freely of their 
experience and track lore, without which 
| would have had rough sledding then. 
Some ago the editor of THE 
Bioop-Horst asked me to write “A Train- 
ers Diary.” As that endeavor developed 
I awoke to the fact that I was giving the 
most important information | had on train- 
ing and training methods. both those gen- 
erally known and those [ had developed 
for myself. Most of those in my profession 


years 


are in no hurry to do likewise, either be- 
cause of their modesty or because they 
never wise up suckers. 

However. as in the case of the atomic- 
bomb secret. the genera! know-how is the 
most important element. In horse training 
if there were more sharing of knowledge 

even to the point of going out on a limb 
and getting knocked off—there would be 
an over-all gain for the sport. 

Then behind and greater than all other 
considerations is the regard for horses 
that some ef us have. This consideration 
prompts me to disclose herein some great 
aids in the job of training that I have dis- 
covered for myself simply through trial 
and error. | hope some of my readers can 
alleviate the discomfort of some miserable 
Thoroughbred by using them, which will 
be all the thanks I will ask. 

No. 1. Some years ago | was stabled 
at Rockingham Park in late summer when 
quite an epidemic of “skin disease” was 


raging. Almost every stable had horses 
affected. A chestnut filly I owned broke 


out with the infection almost from head to 
tail in one night. Of course this was noth- 
ing new to me and I immediately began 
having the usual remedies applied. 

But this case seemed different from any 
skin disease I had ever encountered. De- 
spite all my attention it grew worse daily. 
By the end of a week there was not more 
than a few square inches of skin surface 
between lesions. 

The best remedy I had used up to then 
was liquid lime-sulphur, which I believe 
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Dr. Ed Hagyard had discovered to be very 
effective in the cure of skin disease. Lime- 
sulphur helped some, but stil! the filly was 
in pitiful condition and so sore that she 
resented anyone entering her stall. 

Then I went back to one of the first 
remedies. bichloride of mercury. There 
were so many open lesions by this time 
that in a few days the filly had mercurial 
poisoning. and this treatment had to be 
discontinued. 

The veterinarian I called in prescribed 
several mixtures. one of which cost me 
$4 a quart, and a quart would hardly go 
over the affected area. Days went by and 
there was no improvement. so | began to 
do a lot of thinking about what else could 
be done. 

I happened to pick up a bottle of Clorox 
that had been purchased for use in wash- 
ing bandages. etc. In reading over the 
label I discovered that it was essentially 
just a form of chlorine (about the most 
effective and widely used disinfectant in 
the world), and that a Dacin’s solution 
could be made with it. 

Further along I read that it would cure 
ringworm. Now [ had seen ringworm in- 
fections, and had a hearty respect for 
them, and anything that could cure that. 
| thought. might be of use in my present 
extremity. So | resolved to experiment. and 
decided upon using a solution of 25 
cent Clorox and 75 per cent water. 

| had this solution swabbed over the 
filly’s skin with cotton, and the very first

To make a long story short, all the usual 
things did some good, but the thrush still 
seemed imbedded permanently, and what- 
ever growth was made by the frogs soon 
scaled off due to the infection working 
under the new surface. The feet were 
still so thin and fragile that the horse 
could not be trained other than with slow 
galloping. 

In searching for new remedies we had 
the wild idea of trying Clorox. Accord- 
ingly. after freshly trimming the horse’s 
feet of as much affected frog. ete.. as pos- 
sible, straight Clorox was poured into the 
feet. Immediately it boiled up as I have 
seen peroxide of hydrogen do in a wound. 
and the surface turned pale white. 

After thoroughly cleansing in’ water 
with a lot of Clorox in it. swabs of cotton 
were pressed into the crevices between the 
frog and wall of the foot. and_ straight 
Clorox was poured over the cotton. Then 
the whole was packed over with mud and 
left until the next morning. 

This treatment was continued daily, and 
the healing and growth of the foot and 
frog was rapid from that time. Within 
another four months the feet were entirely 
normal, and the frogs fat and sound. There 
has been no new outbreak of the thrush 
since. I can certainly advocate the use of 
Clorox in all cases of thrush.

Everybody Thinks There Ought ‘To Be a Law 


Legislature Is Deluged With Amendments 


To State Racing Bill 


Los ANGELES 

Everyone in the sovereign State of Cali- 
fornia. it would seem, has a thought on 
how racing in these parts should be con- 
ducted. and is on his way to the capitol at 
Sacramento to do something about it. By 
the time members of the Legislature fin- 
ish studying the various bills that will 
come before them, they should be as well 
versed in racing lore as Abner Doubleday 
was in baseball. To the casual observer, 
it would appear the assemblymen will have 
no time left to consider even routine mat- 
ters of government, but that only goes to 
prove how seriously Californians take their 
racing. 

A few of the bills are sponsored by 
Chairman Loyd Wright and other mem- 
bers of the California Horse Racing Com- 
mission and are meant, no doubt. for the 
good of the game; others are aimed at tax- 
ation, which is always a popular theme 
with politicians; and still others, as east- 
erners have come to expect of Californians. 
are strictly of the “crackpot” variety. (We 
still have a few, it seems.) 

Among the bills pending is one that 
would limit the pari-mutuel commission 
going to the various associations. As the 
law now stands, the tracks get 9 per cent 


of the first $10,000,000 that passes through 
the pari-mutuel wickets; from $10,000,000 
to $20.000.000 they receive 8 per cent. and 
thereafter they get 7 per cent. The State's 
revenue starts at 4 per cent for the first 
$10.000.000, goes to 5 per cent from $10.- 
000.000 to $20,000,000, and remains at 6 
per cent thereafter. The combined “take” 
by the partners in racing (the tracks and 
the State) totals 13 per cent. 

The racing board has sponsored a bill 
that would reduce the track’s share to 6 
per cent after $30,000,000 have been 
wagered, and would further reduce it to 
5 per cent after $50,000.000 has passed 
through the tote. Thus, the combined de- 
ductions. under the new bill. would be 12 
per cent on between 30 and 50 millions. 
and after $50,000,000 it would be 11 per 
cent. The public, under the bill, would 
benefit by 1 per cent on more than $30.- 
000.000, and by 2 per cent after the $50.- 
000.000-mark has been passed. 


The Board Wants the Breakage 


The board recently introduced a_ bill 
that would take the breakage away from 
the tracks. and divert it into the general 
State fund. But not before $400.000 had 


been set aside for use by the Board in fur- 
thering its research program, which it 
hopes to expand, and in paying the sal- 
aries of stewards, 
assistants.

In this connection the commis- 
sion would like to hire two State stewards 
and make them responsible to no one but 
the racing board. To revert to a baseball 
simile again, the argument is that the um- 
pires are not paid by the home clubs; 
they are hired by the league. 

Such a proposal requires an amendment 
to Section XXIV of the State constitution. 
This amendment has been passed by both 
houses. and when and if signed by the 
governor will be placed on the ballot at 
the next general election in November. 


The Counties Want a Dividend 


Senator Jack Tenney. of Los Angeles. is 
the sponsor of a bill that would take two- 
thirds of the State’s share of the pari-mu- 
tuel revenue away from the fairs and ex- 
positions and the general fund, and would 
divert it to county treasuries. For Los 
Angeles County taxpayers. this would es- 
tablish Tenney as a hero above the stature 
of Balboa, inasmuch as the two greatest 
race tracks in the State, Santa Anita and 
Hollywood Park, both are in Los Angeles 
County. But it would hardly endear him 
to other counties in the State. and particu- 
larly to the voters of San Francisco Coun- 
ty, which has no race track of its own, - 
although it supports both Tanforan and

Other bills affecting the tax rate, the 
gate receipts, or both, are pending, all

Rule 313 Again 


Rule 313, which holds a trainer respon- 
sible for the proper condition of his horse 
at time of entry, has been a touchy sub- 
ject in California racing for years. De- 
spite a recent ruling by a superior court 
judge that the rule was “arbitrary and ca- 
pricious,” the attorney general has as- 
sured the board that Rule 313 is valid, and 
Wright and his associates are pressing for 
its enactment into law, deeming it vital to 
good racing. 

As a result of the Hustina’s Last ringing 
case on August 8 of last year at the Santa 
Rosa County Fair meeting, the board has 
recommended a change in Section 337-f 
(Section D) of the penal code. Three 
convictions have been made in the case, 
in which several sharpies ran an unregis- 
tered horse as Hustina’s Last, and the 
board does not propose to go easy on the 
characters involved. 

There is also a measure for the building 
of a third track in Los Angeles County, 
presumably at Puente, and there has been 
considerable publicity attempting to link 
it with veterans rehabilitation. A recent 
dog-racing measure, which attempted to do 
the same, was resoundingly voted down. 


And Then There Was None 


Under the existing law, Los Angeles 
County is allowed 100 days of racing a 
year. If the bill for a third track passes 
both houses and is signed by Governor 
Earl Warren, all of which is extremely 
doubtful, it would seem to be a case of 
simple arithmetic to divide three into 100, 
and eventually get zero as the answer. The 
State, of course, is interested in the tax 
and tourist angles, both of which are con- 
siderable now. As it is, both Santa Anita 
and Hollywood Park furnish only the high- 
est type of racing and attract to California 
many of the leading stables of the coun- 
try. Any further reduction in dates would 
make this virtually impossible. 
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One of the most successful California-breds racing this year is See-Tee-See, winner 


of the Santa Catalina Handicap.

Aiming at Armed 


Not to disappoint some easterners, who 
normally expect Californians to act as 
though they have remained out in the sun 
too long, one assemblyman has taken it 
upon himself to introduce a bill that would 
require a horse to be within the State’s 
borders at the time of his nomination for 
a stakes race. This, of course, smacks like 
a carbon copy of an old America First 
speech, with only a name changed here 
and there, and the opinion in this quarter 
was that the theory had been pretty well 
shot full of holes, both literally and figura- 
tively, by events of the last few years. At 
any rate, the bill is aimed at Armed, who 
plans to fly out here and win some of our 
loot, and such fine horses as Lets Dance 
and Historian, who already have. 

In the same category is a bill that would 
require each race track to set aside a cer- 
tain percentage of its stall space for Cali- 
fornia owners. Evidently sponsors of this 
bill have not heard the latest quip around 
the stable area, which is that we call off 
the daily California-bred race and reserve 
one race a day for non-California-breds, 
just to make the whole thing fair. 


Frank More O’Ferrall, managing direc- 
tor of London’s Anglo-Irish Bloodstock 
Agency, is in California and plans to visit 
South Carolina and Kentucky before re- 
turning to England for the Grand Na- 
tional, of March 28.

Nogara, Nearco’s Dam, 


Bought for England 


A report, first published in England, has 
been verified here that Federico Tesio has 
sold his famous broodmare Nogara to the 
English breeder Clifford Nicholson, who 
last year bought from him the stallions 
Niccolo dell’Area (out of Nogara) and 
Torbido. 

This deal is very interesting. Mr. Tesio 
is going to sell Nogara and the young 
mare Jacometta, by Manna—Jacopa del 
Sellajo. by Coronach. In exchange, a 
mare is coming from England, in foal to 
Nearco, and the foal will be born at Dor- 


mello stud in 1947. Then this mare will — 


be bred to Niccolo dell’Arca—which, as 
you know. is standing one more season in 
Italy--and will give birth to a foal (if 
there is one) in 1948 in Italy. 

Then Mr. Tesio will have the right to 
choose between the two foals. the one by 
Nearco and the one by Niccolo dell’Areca, 
whichever one he likes. returning to Eng- 
land the other foal. together with the 
mare. 

I am inclined to believe that this deal 
is not the last on the side of Mr. Tesio, 
who is a man who knows his business, 
and. though about 80, is far younger as 
to intelligence and alertness. 

Nogara was foaled in 1928 at Dormello 
stud. by Havresac II. top Italian sire at 
the time. out of the English mare Catnip. 
whom Mr. Tesio had purchased at a very 
low price at the Newmarket sales. Nogara 
was an excellent sprinter, won the Cri- 
terium at two, and was second in the Gran 
Criterium, and at three gained the couple 
Regina Elena and Parioli on the mile. She 
was never able to perform at her best over 
more than the mile-and-a-quarter distance. 
but was possessed of a formidable amount 
of speed. She was probably the best miler 
filly we have ever had. 

At stud she has been illustrious. foaling 
Nicoletto da Modena (colt. 1933, by Sa- 
gacity), Nearco (colt, 1935, by Pharos), 
Niccolo dell’Area (colt. 1938. by Coro- 
nach). Nicolaus (colt, 1939, by Solario), 
Nakamuro (colt. 1940. by Cameronian). 
Nervesa (filly, 1941. by *Ortello), Niccolo 
d’Arezzo (colt. 1942, by *Ortello). Nau- 
cide (1945, colt. by Bellini). 

Nearco and Niccolo dell’Area have been 
purchased as sires for England, Nicolaus. 
Nakamuro. and Niccolo d’Arezzo are at 
stud in Italy. Nervesa is at Dormello, Nau- 
cide is in training as a 2-year-old. 

If our memory is right, she will be 
the first Italian mare to go to England 
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since the classic winner Sciacca. of the 
late Mr. G. de Montel, before the war. 


Exportations Picking Up 


The issue of the exportation of horses 
is going to be settled one piece at a time, 
and if one looks back to the past, and 
forth to the future, the conclusion is that 
some good way has been walked since we 
first became connected with international 
exchanges of horses. Our relations with 
foreign breeders were resumed only in 
September and October, 1946, with the 
sale of Niccolo dell’Arca, Gladiolo, ete. 
We have already a full government staff 
working on export licenses for Thorough- 
breds. 

The Department of Agriculture has ap- 
pointed a committee which is in charge of 
deciding whether it is advantageous for 
the national breeding to export or not to 
export this or that horse. The UNIRE, 
our top racing agency, has appointed a 
committee of its own, with full power to 
regulate demands of breeders for export 
licenses, and establish what breeders 
should most buy from abroad to replace 
sold horses. 


It is hard to guess whether the two com- 
mittees will hurry up things, or delay 
them. For the moment it is important 
that the urgency of the problem has been 
recognized. 


A Great Stud Sold 


The whole of the famed Gornate Stud of 
the late Mr. Giuseppe de Montel, where 
*Ortello, Orsenigo, Erba, Macherio, and 
other top racers were produced, has been 
purchased by the Scuderia Ticino, a new 
stable in the Milan area which is also op- 
erating a stud in the Po valley. The new 
owner has also rented the Gornate instal- 
lations, so that the mares and foals may 
continue there. 


It was shocking news to Italian sports- 
men, who have loved de Montel’s colours 
—black jacket with white sewings, black 
cap—for more than twenty years. 

With the sale some 25 mares, three stal- 
lions (Orsenigo, Macherio, Erno), . and 
35 horses in training have changed hands, 
and some of them have already found new 
owners, to whom the Scuderia Ticino has 
passed them, because it could not keep so 
many horses at a time, having about as 
many of its own. 


The history of de Montel’s stable and 
stud is one of the most significant for 
Italy, and I think it has some interest also 


for foreign readers. I shall deal with it 
in a later report.

cherio (by *Ortello) and Erno (by 
Oleander, sire of the Remount’s Ger- 
man champion Nordlicht) may be of- 
fered for sale but that the Ticino stud 
expects to keep Orsenigo (also by 
Oleander).

The first meeting at Pisa was held Feb- 
ruary 3, bad weather having postponed 
it from January 26. The Premio Aper- 
tura, main race of this first day at Pisa, 
was easily won by the Razza del Soldo 
colt Destino, a chestnut by Pilade-Debra, 
who had won some good races at two, and 
in his debut at San Siro had got the best 
of the top colt Duccio. 

Destino beat the two ex-Tesio colts Ja- 
copa Fiorentina and Baccio d’Aynola, who 
have now changed management. The for- 
mer is a chestnut filly by Sirte—Incisione, 
the second a colt by Niccolo dell’Arca— 
Bernina. Both of them have been out- 
ranked by Destino, who has enjoyed a 
more serious training this winter. But of 
course all these colts are still green, and 
there is no idea of how much value they 
will be in their division later on. 


*Blenheim II, the sire of Whirlaway 
and Blandisher, needs no introduction 
to the breeding fraternity. Equally 
potent also is the great bottom line of 
Blandisher. His dam, La Rambla (pro- 
ducer of two stakes winners and in 
1944 of that 2-year-old Quarantaine), 
is by the great sire *Sir Gallahad III. 
His second dam, La Rablee, was a 
great race mare (22 times in the mon- 
ey out of 27 starts) and a fine pro- 
ducer (dam of The Scout). The next 
dam, La Flambee, has a remarkable 
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The dam of Destino, Debra, was also a 
Razza del Soldo filly, and placed second 
in the Premio Regina Elena won by the 
Tesio filly Dagherotipia. Debra is her- 
self by the Italian sire Cranach, one of 
the two very successful racers Mr. Tesio 
bred out of the cheap mare Chuette (the 
other being Cavaliere d’Arpino), whose 
get, excluding Crapom, have not been very 
impressive on the tracks. They are mostly 
small horses, very hard-muscled, like their 
father, and generally stay. The influence 
of Cranach, right now, is much more lim- 
ited than one would believe, judging from 
the position he held for many years in our 
breeding roster. The Cranach are not 
brilliant at all, and it looks as if a bit of 
brilliance is necessary in the more cold- 
tempered, long-staying horse, if he is to 
survive at stud. 

Attendance at Pisa meeting was good, 
but not exceptional. Five races have been 
run, as is traditional on this country track. 
The Razza del Soldo colts have a chance 
to score easily in all events where they 
appear, because this year there is no 
other top stable wintering in the Pisa area, 
but only middle and small ones. 


Trainer Federico Regoli has a marvel- 
ously good 4-year-old colt in Aristeo, a 
dark bay by *Ortello—Archidamia, who 
was not raced at two, and had only a few 
public starts last autumn as a 3-year-old. 
Aristeo is a horse that is worth anything 


when you see him gallop; but is worth 
a lot also if you look at him standing. 

He is not in the type of his sire, nor of 
his dam—nor of any other horse I have 
seen. But he has something about him 
that leads you to talk about millions and 
about trans-Atlantic shipments for inter- 
national races. I hope that he maintains 
a tenth of what he promises. 


More Help for Breeders 


Recently the UNIRE has announced 
plans to help breeders, in the form of an 
increase of the percentage to the breeder 
in all races for 2-year-olds. The share to 
breeders in purses was originally 10 
per cent of the whole stake; that is, if you 
had a race with a 100,000-lire purse, of 
which 65,000 to the winner. 17,000 to the 
second, etc., the share to the breeder of 
the winner was 10,000 lire. Later, the 
percentage was divided in two parts, on 
the basis of 7 per cent to the winning 
breeder, and 3 per cent for second. _ 

The help of the UNIRE consists in 
granting a minimum purse of 100,000 lire 
for all 2-year-old races to be run in 1947, 
of which 20 per cent (that is double the 
usual share), shall go to breeders of the 
first and second horses. It has been plan- 
ned to extend this provision in 1948 to all 
races for 2-, 3-, and 4-year-olds, so the 
horses who are now 2-year-olds will re- 
pay their breeders with an additional per- 
centage.

The Blood Horse Supplement dealing with stakes 
winners in North America, arrived last week. Every 
breeder should study it. Pedigrees of all stakes win- 
ners are given, also digests of male and female descent. 
One thing of interest was that the male line descend- 
ants of *Teddy sired more stakes winners than the 
combined male line descendants of Domino and Ben 
Brush—the combined male lines descending from Fair 
Play and Swynford—and, the combined male line de- 
scendants of Hampton and Herod. 


The Blood Horse Stakes Supplements of 1943, 1944 
and 1945, showed that more different sons of *Teddy 
sired stakes winners than the sons of any other sire 
in those years, and more stakes winners in North 
America were descended from the Sire of Sires. 


In 1946 *Teddy’s sons sired more stakes winners than 
the sons of any other sire, and more of *Teddy’s sons 
sired stakes winners than the sons of any other sire 
with one exception. That exception was *Sir Galla- 
had III, who had one more son who sired a stakes win- 
ner than *Teddy—and be it noted, *Sir Gallahad III 
is himself a son of *Teddy.

“Teddy was owned in France by an American then 
married to Bottomly’s daughter. This man was not 
popular with French breeders, handicapping the horse. 
Consequently, some of the best mares in France were 
not bred to him. In addition *Teddy had an appeal to 
breeders of eight European nations, that scattered his 
produce, and reduced the cumulative results of their 
victories in France. 


Then followed the depression, with its effects on 
racing, and *Teddy’s exportation to America. While 
here he stood in Virginia, where there were a limited 
number of first class broodmares. While some breeders 
refused to ship their best mares to Virginia, “Teddy’s 
appeal was sufficient to draw a few, but'in spite of this 
hardship *“Teddy’s get in America averaged about 
$7,000 in earnings, including the unraced ones. This 
was a high average earning for those times. Sixteen 
per cent of *Teddy’s American get were stakes win- 
ners. A very high percentage. 


Consequently, knowing all these hard way facts about 
*“Teddy’s existence as a race horse and a sire, might it 
not be wise for breeders to consider the name of “Teddy 
in a pedigree as even more important than the facts 
indicate? Why wait until his sons are dead, or become 
so famous and high priced, that the small breeder is 
excluded? Invermark by *Teddy is at the height of 
his powers and available at the modest fee of $250 for 
a live foal, to breeders with good mares who raise their 
stock the right way.

Twentv-Six Names Were Added 


To The Roster 


The unprecedented financial audits in 
all departments of racing that made the 
season of 1946 so memorable were nat- 
urally reflected in the records compiled 
by the leading money-winning horses. 

This was particularly exemplified by the 
list of new winners of $100.000 or more, 
which more than doubled the largest pre- 
vious one in our Turf records. Omitting 
Elkridge. which belongs in the steeple- 
chasing brigade, and confining ourselves 
to those that raced over the flat only, no 
fewer than 26 Thoroughbreds gained 
placed in this roster. 

Up to the close of 1945, the total num- 
ber of horses, classified as American, that 
had won $100.000 or more. was 178, of 
which Jolly Roger ($143.240) and Are

their timber-topping ability. Two others, 
*Boswell ($105.515) and Tracery ($104.- 
085). made their careers in England, never 
having raced in this country. Still an- 
other, Troquois ($102.613) won all but a 
negligible moiety of his credit there, but 
returned to the U. S. A.. where he was 
bred and foaled, to start three times here. 
finishing once third and twice unplaced, 
and earning just $1.000 for these mistaken 
exertions.

have only to retrace our steps a Compara- 
tively short distance to reach a_ period 
when the winning of as much as $100,000 
was tantamount to inscribing the name of 
the steed that accomplished the feat in the 
Thoroughbred Libra d'Oro, or “Book of 
Gold.” This is perhaps the most impres. 
sive evidence of the rate at which the 
racing top has spun these past few years, 

The American $100,000 list was begun 
by Miss Woodford in 1886, or just 60 
years previous to the past season. She 
was retired at the close of her fifth cam. 
paign with a credit of $118,270, to gain 
which she had started in 48 races. won 
37, been second in seven. third in two and 
never unplaced. 

Could anything better demonstrate the 
difference *twixt then and now? Or more 
completely verify the truth of the state. 
ment that money winnings, as such. have 
become anything but an index of exalted 
merit? 

The early growth of the $100,000 list 
was slow. During the following season 
of 1887, Hanover made himself the second 
$100,000 horse winner when he won 20 out 
of 27 races. It was not until 1921] after a 
period of 36 years. that the first group of 
25 was rounded out—indicating the vast 
difference in money-winning possibilities 
that time had wrought. 


Many Missed the Mark 


It is significant to remember that dur- 
ing this period many of the best horses 
ever seen upon the American Turf were 
making their careers and were obliged to 
retire while still in the five-figure bracket. 
Among them were Artful, Billy Kelly. 
Emperior of Norfolk, Hamburg Belle. 
Hermis. Lrish Lad, Jack Atkin. Lamp- 
lighter, Longstreet. Los Angeles. Morello, 
Ornament, Proctor Knott, Requital, 
Roamer, Salvidere, Sir Martin. Tenny. The 
Bard, Troubadour. Yo Tambien. Yorkville 
Belle. Henry of Navarre, Commando, Hast- 
ings. Sweep. Ben Brush, Friar Rock. 
*Hourless, Novelty, Sir Dixon. *Leonardo 
Il, Elkwood, Tristan. Ramapo. Imp. 
Ethelbert. Fitz Herbert. *Whisk Broom II. 
Cudgel. Eternal, Volante. Advance Guard.

It is not impossible that more than one 
of them would have posted figures excell- 
ing those of Whirlaway and Stymie. at 
present the only two to pass the $500,000 
mark. 

It was not until 1937 that the $100.000 
winners on the flat had mounted up to 100 
or more. Hence, in the past nine years 
they virtually have doubled in number. 
How long the present rate of increase will 
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continue is something that only the future 
can reveal. The outlook for 1947 is for 
another bumper crop, which will start us 
well on our way toward the 300-mark. 

Conservative Turfmen regard present 
conditions as transitory and impossible to 
he sustained for many more seasons. 
Should this prove the case, there will be 
of necessity a decided slowing down in 
the annual crops of big winners. 

Concerning the list of 25 new members 
presented herewith, many pages of inter- 
esting analysis and comment might be 
offered without wandering into alluring 
by-paths that so frequently present them- 
selves. Space. however, makes it neces- 
sary to confine ourselves to a compara- 
tively brief grouping of some of the lead- 
ing facts. 


Incidence by Age Groups 


The first of these is the manner in which 
the older horses have come into their own. 
Of the 26 listed, one is a 9-year-old; two 
others are 8-year-olds; three are 6-year- 
olds and seven others are 5-year-olds, mak- 
ing 13 that are above four years of age.

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in the table, which verifies the judgment 
passed upon this division while racing. The 
2-year-olds of 1946 beat each other back 
and forth too consistently to make any of 
them a real “smasher,” with the sole ex- 
ception of First Flight, whose campaign 
was short and was limited, for the most 
part, to events of minor value. 

The 3-year-olds number eight, which, 
considering that Assault alone won over 
$400,000, and Honeymoon almost $200,000, 
demonstrated how well this division was 
taken care of insofar as “big money” was 
concerned. This fact is still more strongly 
emphasized when it is recalled that no 
performer of that age won any of the great 
“all-age” money prizes of the season, as 
so often occurs. 


The male line column will be found 
most instructive in regard to the present 
trend of breeding. Of the 25 horses, no 
fewer than 10 belong to that of Bend Or. 
During the past 25 years our entire breed- 
ing fabric has been so thoroughly satu- 
rated with Bend Or blood that today it is 
omnipresent. This, with its proven power, 
“tells the story.” 

Next comes the native Fair Play line, 
with four representatives, followed by the 
native Ben Brush and the imported Ison- 
omy lines with three each. These four 
lines, two foreign and two domestic, ac- 
count for no fewer than 20 of the 26 
horses. Only one other line has more 
than one, this being the Hampton, with 
two. Those with single representatives 
are the Sundridge and Carbine (foreign) 
and the native Hanover and Domino lines. 

The 26 horses listed are by 25 different 
sires, the only stallion having two to his 
credit being Discovery, of the Fair Play 
line. Fifteen of the 26 are by sires new 
to the $100,000 list. Of those previously 
represented, *Bull Dog now has six to his 
credit and is tied with Fair Play, who has 
held the position for 20 or more years. 
*Sir Gallahad 3rd and Man o’ War are 
tied for second place with five each. Bridal 
Flower was the fourth tally for *Challen- 
ger 2nd and War Date was the third for 
War Admiral. 

Turning to the maternal breeding of the 
26 horses, it is discovered that only one 
sire is credited with the dams of as many 
as two. This is Chance Shot, son of Fair 
Play, who scores heavily with the dams of 
two of the four biggest winners—Armed 
($385,175) and Honeymoon ($222,370). 
However, the Domino line here asserts it- 
self dominantly as the dam of Assault, the 
leader ($441,445), is by Equipoise. More- 
over, the grandam of Armed, second on the 
list, is by the Domino-line horse Luke 
McLuke. 

Not only are no two of the new $100,000 
winners out of the same dam, but none of 
them is out of a mare that had previously 
produced a horse of this class.

elected stewards of The Jockey Club, the 
organization also stated that a rotation 
system had been adopted for the stewards. 
The election of Mr. Whitney and Mr. Ross 
increased the number of stewards from 
seven to nine, and the rotation plan pro- 
vides that a steward cannot be re-elected 
until he has been out of office at least a 
year. 
' The rotation plan will operate as fol- 
lows: Mr. Whitney and Mr. Ross will 
serve four-year terms, beginning at once. 
Robert A. Fairbairn and Walter M. Jef- 
fords will serve for two more years, 
and George D. Widener, F. S. von Stade, 
and John A. Morris will serve until the 
next election. Formerly the stewards were 
elected for two years. The stewards will 
meet in March to choose officers for the 
coming year. 

Two of the rules of racing were 
amended. Rule 34 (a) was changed to 
allow the stewards of The Jockey Club to 
suspend or revoke licenses whether or not 
a member of the New York State Racing 
Commission is present at the session at 
which the matter is considered. 

Rule 216 (£), covering the medication 
of horses to affect their racing condition, 
was rewritten. The rule now applies to 
any medication or drug, administered or 
attempted to be administered, instead of 
any improper medication or drug. The 
rule also was broadened to include penal- 
ties against persons causing an attempt to 
administer such medication or drug. 

The second paragraph of the rule, which 
formerly stated that the trainer or groom 
or any other person having access to a 
horse found improperly medicated might 
be punished, has been rewritten to place 
upon the trainer, groom, or other person 
in custody or care of a horse the responsi- 
bility of protecting the horse against the 
administration or attempted administration 
of improper medicine or drugs. The third 
paragraph, concerning the status of other 
horses in the race, was not changed.

When Lord Falmouth sold his Thor- 
oughbred holdings in 1884, 79 head real- 
ized $564.549.50; 24 horses in training 
realized $199,925, Busybody, a 3-year-old 
filly, brought $44.880 Harvest. a 3-year-old 
colt, brought $43.860. Busybody won the 
Oaks. Harvester dead-heated with St. 
Gatien for the Derby. 

Sceptre was offered for sale at New- 
market in October when she was a 3-year- 
old. Sevier put reserve of 20,000 
guineas on her ($102.000). and no one 


made a bid. She was turned back to 
Sevier. who was forced to sell her after 
she was beaten in the Lincolnshire at four. 
She was purchased by Sir William Bass 
for 25,000 pounds sterling ($125.000), 
still a world’s record for a filly or mare 
in training, sold by public auction. As a 
matter of fact, it is a record for any mare, 

Racing for her new owner she earned 
more than half her purchase price. 12. 
635! pounds sterling, and later was sold 
for 7.000 guineas. Her daughter. Maid 
of the Mist. earned 1,851 pounds and was 
sold with her filly foal, Hamoaze, at foot 
for 4,500 guineas. One way or another,

silent support to you that I'm entitled to 
this protest. 

First. in an issue some months back you 

reported the death of *Kayak 2nd 
and in said article re his breeding success 
or failure you stated that he had got no 
winners to date. [ have one by him that 
has won and if he continues to train as 
well as at present, may be a credit to his 
sire. His name is Paratrooper, b. c., 1942, 
by *Kayak 2nd out of good mare Illeanna, 
by *Polymelian. 

| recite the above incident only as an 
example of the method of ignoring us here 
in Oregon that apparently is the policy of 
THe Brioop-Horst. We have a fine new 
race track which has cost in excess of 
$1.500.000 and would, I am sure. compare 
to any plant of its size in the States. Our 
track is going to be an exceedingly fine 
one. both from a standpoint of speed and 
cushion. During the running last fall only 
one horse was hurt badly by the condition 
of track itself and he should have been re- 
tired long hence by virtue of the condition 
of his legs. Your position as editor of the 
most widely read Thoroughbred publica- 
tion precludes ignoring for some unknown 
reason an addition to your potential cir- 
cle of readers and thereby subsequent in- 
crease of circulation. 

I do not presume to run your business. 
however, it seems to me that you are will- 
fully neglecting us here in Oregon not only 
from a news standpoint. but also from a 


statistical position as our races here af- 
fect the totals over the whole. I realize 
that only in a very small part can this 
correction have to do with the total, but 
we are entitled to at least that recognition. 
The *Kayak 2nd—Paratrooper incident is 
only one of many errors. Will be glad to 
enumerate more if needed.

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Weeds, Science, and Health 


A weed may not be such a terrible thing, after all. It 


may increase fertility. 
by horses and other livestock. 


It may at times be preferred over grass 


It may possibly be more im- 


portant, in the long run, than a manicured fence-row. 


Weeds as a class are the most widely 
distributed and universally detested of all 
plants. They are regarded as undesirable 
by both practical and scientific farmers, 
and bureaucratic advisers conspire with 
the landowners to eradicate them. 

Weeds are classified as bad, very bad 
and noxious. None are ordinarily thought 
to serve a useful purpose under any cir- 
cumstances. 

The lengths to which a farmer will go 
to get rid of weeds are unlimited, varying 
with his energy, his pride, and his pocket- 
book. Fields are plowed whieh otherwise 
would not be disturbed. Large areas are 
often burned or mowed and the raked-up 
piles of vegetation burned, resulting in 
loss of valuable fertility. Some owners 
even have fields gone over with hand tools 
to get rid of certain weeds. 

In the last year or two chemical agents. 
supposedly—but not certainly—harmless, 
have been widely advertised and used as 
weed killers. Pastures are kept mowed 
short even in the heat of summer, remov- 
ing Nature’s protective shade and result- 
ing in a greater cracking of the earth’s 
crust, with loss of nitrogen. In short, fre- 
quently mowed fields, unless there is a 
lot of rainfall, invariably present a 
“burned-up” appearance in the summer. 
The forage in such fields has little more 
food or vitamin value than plain straw. If 
mares and foals are allowed to depend for 
their maintenance on such pastures. either 
obvious or hidden nutritional disturbances 
are sure to result.

It is quite understandable to want neatly 
clipped fields and fence rows, and it is 
argued that horses like only short grazing, 
though we all know they will pick their 
spots and make their own short grazing 
areas. It is true that some weeds cause 
cows milk to have a bad taste and some 
are known to be actually poisonous, but 
even clovers, cane, and Sudan grass under 
certain conditions are more toxic. 


They'll Work for You 


While weeds are not necessarily desir- 
able. if they are present they can be made 
to serve several purposes on the farm. This 
is no plea for deliberate weed production 
but merely an effort to point out the 
proper method of making use of them. Our 


reasoning about their control is often 
wrong. Everyone knows that the greater 


the number of weeds in proportion to 
grass, the poorer the soil. Enriching the 
soil will thicken the turf and smother the 
weeds. In fact, weeds are Nature’s own 
response to the need for ground cover, 
which however inadequate helps prevent 
water and wind erosion. Allowing them 
to grow to maturity (without worrying 
about seeds, since there are already bil- 
lions to the square foot) helps build fer- 
tility of the soil in the natural way. The 
ground is shaded. nitrogen is conserved, 
and the humus content of the soil is in- 
crease d.

THEORY AND PAY-OFF 


Editor’s note: This article 
is probably the result of the 
fact that Dr. Eslie Asbury was 
ill enough recently to put him- 
self to bed for a few days and 
thus found time to write it.

process.) Our successful predecessor used 
manure but no fertilizer. and though we 
inherited bushes and weeds. the land had 
pot been ruined. “Fertilizer without 
manure makes the father rich and the son 
poor” is an old quip containing a lot of 
wisdom. 

Weeds not only increase the fertility 
of the soil but many of them are good for- 
qe in certain stages of their growth. In 
the late spring, sheep will clean a field of 


young weeds and ignore the maturing 
vrass. If one watches a band of mares 


and foals on an unmowed pasture, they 
will often be seen to eat certain weeds. 
apparently at times preferring them to 
orass. The idea of leaving horse pastures 
unmowed for this reason is not a new 
idea. The late William Threlkeld fol- 
lowed this plan in the belief that mares 
got something they needed from various 
seeds. He stated that he had first been 
told this by Col. Milt Young fifty years 
ago, and I believe Major Daingerfield had 
the same theory. 


\long Fence Rows 


Weeds are not only of use to livestock 


and Jand but they also provide feed 


iseeds) for birds and protection for wild 


life. It is to be regretted that more of us 
do not at least let our fence rows grow 
wild for this purpose. In fact, probably 
the safest fence for Thoroughbreds is an 
old wire fence covered with vines, bor- 
dered for a few feet on both sides by 
weeds, briars. and bushes. Horses will 
not only not run into such a fence; they 
won't get close enough to get caught in it. 

It has only been a few years since sweet 
clover was regarded as a weed and farm- 
ers fought to eradicate it when it ap- 
peared voluntarily. One of the greatest 
reasons for not mowing pastures until fall 
is to permit the growth and maturity of 
such legumes. If. for example. sweet 
clover seed is broadcast during the winter 
on weedy pastures. and if this pasture is 
eaten down closely and trampled by stock 
until spring, the clover will get the jump 
on both weeds and grass. If such a field 
is not mowed and is grazed only lightly in 
the summer, there will be an abundance 
of green forage available during the hot. 
dry months. 

Livestock will relish this clover in all 
stages of its growth. Grass will stay green 
and cool under the clover, which not only 
shades the ground even better than weeds, 
but continuously extracts nitrogen from 
the air to feed the grass. 


Stock Encouraged to Eat 


Cattle and horses on such pastures tend 
to graze all day (when ordinarily they 


hunt shade) not only because the grass 
is palatable but also because by walking 
through the tall clover they are kept free 
of flies. Thus they get more exercise and 
get rid of flies the natural way. DDT may 
not hurt horses while killing flies but na- 
ture’s balance may be upset. 

Waiting until the clover matures before 
mowing furnishes seed for next year’s 
crop. The voluminous growth of the clover 
creates a large amount of fluffy mulch. 
and the decay of the deep root system adds 
humus to the soil. After early fall mow- 
ing. the fields are smooth and clean as a 
lawn for about nine months and it is amaz- 
ing how quickly the mulch is incorporated 
into the soil (some say fishing worms come 
up and ingest it). 

Since sweet clover roots penetrate sev- 
eral feet into the soil, the deep mineral 
elements including badly needed trace 
elements are made available to the shal- 
low grass roots after decay of the clover 
plant. Since sweet clover is biennial 
and reseeds itself. and since 95 per cent of 
its bulk comes from the air, no more effi- 
cient land builder has ever been discov- 
ered. Cultivated crops following a crop 
or two of sweet clover have been known to 
vield 50 per cent more than the same land 
without preceding clover. The structure 
or tilth of clay land is much improved, the 
deep roots penetrate and break the hard 
pan, which factors together with the added

This method of land improvement (the 
sreatest problem in America today) is a 
natural one. When combined with liberal 
applications of lime, rock phosphate, and 
manure, together with infrequent cultiva- 
tion (always on the contour) and under- 
grazing, one has in a nutshell the whole 
program of conservation. Healthy people 
and sound livestock naturally follow, re- 
ducing to a minimum the danger of germs 
in people and parasites in horses. 


The Ways of Nature 

When treating humans. animals. or land, 
the wisest and most broadly educated fol- 
low the fundamental, natural truths. Prop- 
erly informed and practical farmers, horse 
trainers, and doctors are not easily fooled 
into using nostrums by pseudo-scientific, 
inexperienced brain trusters, or commer- 
cial exploiters. 

For example, the feeding of moldy hay 
to coughing horses could well be beneficial 
since penicillin is made from molds and 
is therefore a natural product. Penicillin 
is non-toxic and very effective in combating 
many infections. On the other hand, the 
sulpha drugs. DDT, and 2,4 D (weed 
killer) are all artificial chemicals whose 
potential toxicity limits their usefulness. 
Nor can artificial feeds, minerals, and 
vitamins ever approach in value the sim- 
ple feeds raised on one’s own fertile soil.

PROPOSED TAX INCREASE 


A bill to increase license fees and taxes 
at West Virginia race tracks has been in- 
troduced in the State Legislature. The 
new measure would require a $500 daily 
license fee at all tracks: at present the fee 
is $500 for mile tracks and $250 for half- 
milers. The only tracks operating in West 
Virginia are Charles Town and Wheeling 
Downs, both half-mile ovals. The State’s 
share of the pari-mutuel commission would 
be increased to 3 per cent from a present 
1 per cent.

Flying Kilts and Rounco were 
placed in custody of the board 39 
weeks ago to be’used as evidence in_ 
the trial of James S. O’Donnell and 
Roland Sanner. who were convicted of 
conspiracy to obtain purse money 
from Pimlico by false pretense 
through the switching of the horses. 
At $10 a week per horse, the bill has 
mounted to $780 and the board thinks 
it likely that O'Donnell and Sanner 
wont care to pay it, since they have 
been sentenced to prison. 

E. Brooke Maxwell. director of the 
parks, has submitted the bill to the 
Baltimore city solicitor and wants 
authority to sell the horses by auction 
if O'Donnell and Sanner demur at 
paying the $780.

often. a true champion in the making. It 
is enough to remember, among the win- 
ners of this race, the top colts Navarro 
and Nearco, and the top filly Archidamia. 
The Premio Pisa is therefore the gateway 
to the classic couple Elena and Parioli in 
Rome one month later, and it is a sound 
argument for those who believe that a 
good horse is going to show up his quality 
early in the season, and possibly early in 
his 2-year-old season. 

The Barbaricina installations were great- 
ly damaged by the war, which has ravaged 
the whole town of Pisa to a higher degree 
than most Italian towns. Only this year 
has it been possible to have them re- 
paired, and resume winter racing. Stables 
again have sent their best colts, and the 
whole Razza del Soldo 3-year-old outfit 
is wintering there.

Uruguay’s Greatest Race 


On January 6, at the old Maronas race 
track. Montevideo, Uruguay, the 55th_re- 
newal of the important Gran Premio Jose 
Pedro Ramirez was offered, over 3.000 
meters (about 1% miles). for 3-year-olds 
and upwards. with a gross value of 38.- 
000 gold-pesos. winner’s share 30,000 gold- 
pesos. (The gold-peso is currently worth 
about 56.4 cents.—Eb. ) 

Favorite was the famous Argentine colt 
Academico. the only horse from abroad to 
run in the race. 

Academico had been the winner of the 
Carlos Pellegrini, in Argentina, beating, 
among others, Ensueno and Seductor, al- 
though both had strong excuses. Against 
him in the Ramirez were several good 
Uruguayan horses, including Cervantes. 
the 1946 Derby winner. and the older 
champion Cantaro. twice third that 
race—in 1945 he was beaten by Filon and 
Hidalgo. and in 1946 was beaten by Miron 
and Churrinche. 

Academico ran well placed in the first 
half of the race. whose pace was very 
slow. From that point on, his jockey, S. 
Di Tomaso. sent him to the front and he 
galloped home easily, despite the strong 
challenge Cervantes made in the last fur- 
long to finish second. three-quarters of a 
length behind the winner. three lengths 
ahead of Enterprise. Cantaro was 
fourth, with Chasquillo. Esquife, and 
Meteor in the ruck. Time, 3:0925. 

Academico is a really top horse, now 3- 
year-old, son of Sind out of Belotte, by 
Congreve, bred by the Haras Stella Maris, 
owned by Madrigano Stable. of Buenos 
Aires. He is undoubtedly very good and 
one of the three best horses seen in Argen- 
tina in 1946, the other two being Ensueno 
and Seductor. 

Cervantes’ jockey claimed foul after the 
race, but it wasn’t allowed. He ran a 
good race, showing that 1946 Uruguayan 
d-vear-old form wasn’t so low as many 
thought. Cervantes is a son of the Con- 
greve horse Mazarino. The third horse. 
Enterprise. also has Congreve in his pedi- 


gree, as have the two which beat him. He ~ 


is by Embrujo, the best son of the great 
sire now deceased.

A 
really good horse, with a fashionable pedi- 


gree, it was announced he will enter the 
stud this year. Taua, second, was also 
second in the 1946 Brazilian St. Leger.

On the same day at Gavea that fine 
horse Cloro, by Clarin (by Congreve), un- 


der the crushing weight of 13844 pounds, 
iook the lead easily in the last turn and 
galloped home to win by four lengths in 
the Special Handicap of 2.200 meters (11 
furlongs) from the good mare Vontade 
(119). while Defiant (112) finished third. 
another four lengths back. Cloro. owned 
by Mr. Gervasio Seabra, gave us a clear 
indication that he is a very good horse 
indeed over sand courses.

MEANT TO BE GOOD 


When a man is showing you his horses 
a frequent comment is “This one was 
meant to be a good horse.” As a matter 
of fact, practically every Thoroughbred 
registered each year with The Jockey Club 
was meant to be a good or even great 
horse. Much can happen, however, be- 
tween the time the knobby-legged hopeful 
is registered and the day when he goes to 
the races as a 2-year-old. 

An indication of the high hope held for 
a crop of Thoroughbreds as yet unborn 
is to be found in the nominations for the 
1949 Futurity at Belmont Park. Nomi- 
nated for the race through their dams, 
1,712 prospective foals, a 14-year high, 
are now eligible for the Futurity of 1949. 

This number represents almost one-third 
of the approximately 6,000 foals registered 
each year. Right now, whether bred by 
the formula of “breed the best to the best” 
—and hope for the best—or whether their 
breeding was dictated by sentimental 
leanings toward the sire or dam or both, 
each of the 1,712 is considered a potential 
Futurity winner.

“HELLO, MOM!” 

On May 15, 1941, Jimmy Berger, a 
young jockey from Louisville, gained 
a reputation for himself when he won 
on five of six mounts at Sportsman’s 
Park. Not long afterwards, he found 
himself in the Army’s 12th Cavalry. 
Two years later he disappeared in the 
islands of the Pacific, but was never 
definitely reported as missing, killed, 
or captured. Washington, his com- 
manding officer, the Red Cross and 
other service groups were unable to 
trace him. The Army notified his 
mother that his pay was stopped in 
September, 1944. 

Before returning from service in the 
Pacific last year his brother, Maurice 
Berger, also a jockey, hunted through 
the islands, and every ex-jockey in 
that area who ever rode with Jimmy 
was looking for him. Still, no trace. 

At 4 o'clock on the morning of 
February 1, the phone rang at the 
Berger residence in Louisville. At the 
other end of the line in Tokyo was the 
Houdini horseman. A five-minute con- 
versation wasn’t time enough to ex- 
plain his strange fadeout, but Jimmy 
will be home next month to tell his 
story.
